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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert that the applied reference to 
Tanzer (US 5,425,725 A) teaches an attachment system having a low-wet-strength that separates. This argument is not persuasive 
because the the fist and second carrier layers (98, 100) of Tanzer only separate when the absorbent in the pockets swell to a certain point 
and cause this separation. Wetting does not directly cause the separation. Swelling below the threshold also does not cause the 
separation. The difference between the instant invention and the prior art is the degree of wet immobilization. As decribed in the final 
rejection dated 25 May 2006, optimization of ranges will not support patentability the claimed ranges are critical. 
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
